M R. G EO R G E TH O M PSO N —T H E E V ID E N C E . 


On the 28th day of September Inst, the following 
paragraph was published in the Commercial Adverti­ 
ser, at part of an editorial article written by ourselves, 
but in the form of a letter written at Saratoga, Septem­ 
ber 21 :— 


“ Mr Thompson, in conversation with some of the 
students, repeatedly averred that every sluve-holder in 
the United States o u g h t t o h a v e h i s 
t h r o a t 
c u t , or d e s e rv e s to h a v e his th r o a t c u t ; although he 
afterwards publicly denied that he had said so. 
But 
the proof is direct and positive. 
In conversation with 
one o f the theological students in regard to the moral 
instruction which ought to be enjoyed by the slaves, he 
distinctly declared EVEltY SLAVE SHOULD BE 
TAUGHT TO CUT HIS MASTER S THROAT !— 
1 state the fact— knowing the responsibility I ant as­ 
suming, and challenge a legal investigation.” 


On the 3d of October instant, we received a copy of 
the Boston Atlas, containing a letter addressed to the 
editor of that paper and signed George Thompson, in 
which, after copying the preceding extract from the 
Commercial Advertiser, the writer proceeds as follows : 
" In justice to myself and the cause in which I am 
engaged, I feel it my duty, in the most solemn and em­ 
phatic manner, to deny the above allegations. 
They 
are at total variance with all the sentiments I have ever 
either publicly or privately expressed. 
I refer with the 
utmost confidence to all who know me, and the many 
thousands who have listened to my public addresses, as 
witnesses to the perfectly p a c ific character of my views 
and principles on the subject of slavery. 
I hold in ut­ 
ter abhorrence the shedding of blood, and would, if I 
had the power, inculcate upon the mind of every slave 
in the world, the apostolical precept, ‘resist not evil.— 
These doctrines I hold in common with the a Ivocates 
of immediate emancipation universally. 
Their views 
on the subject under discussion, are, I believe, in strict 
coincidence with the views of the society of friends,” 


This letter we immediately copied, for the double 
purpose of rendering justice to Mr Thompson, and of 
placing his denial upon record in the cslumns of the 
Commercial Advertiser. 
In the meantime, however, an editorial article, and 
communication signed “ Both sides,” had appeared in 
the Evening l'ost of this city, in both of which the 
charge brought by us was denied, with various ubusive 
remarks and gratuitous aspersions, conveying the idea 
that the wriier of the charge was a man destitute of ve­ 
racity, and one, as coming from whom it was, un­ 
worthy ofbeliof. 
Confident in the source from which our information 
was obtained, we have been content to pass unnoticed BoIMing, 
the intemperate and indecent personalities of the Even- 


of our in te rv ie w , and then

re a d e rs judge f«d 
themselves. 
After considerably preliminary conversation, in the i 
course o f which Mr T. manifested much warmth, (so 
much, indeed, that he declared a'l persons who adopted 
my views of slavery to be in the dark, to be destitute 
of moral sympathies, to be canting hypocrites, and 
charged me with being either a present or a prospective 
slaveholder,) I told him that j had heard enough of 
declamation, and at the instance of a common friend 
had called to discuss some p r in c ip le s . 
“ One of your 
principles, I understand, is that a ll sla v e h o ld in g is 
sin.** 
“ Y es,” he answered, “ it is *¡11 under all pos­ 
sible and conceivable circumstances.” 
* If that bo cor­ 
rect,’ I replied, ‘ it at once becomes the duty of all 
public men, nud especially of all preachers, to preach 
against it.” 
“ Certa*nly,” he rejoined, “ it is their con­ 
stant and imperative duty.” 
(I give the thought.) 
•But,* I replied, ‘if you are correct in that, how shall 
we utcount for the fact, that while slavery, according 
to your own acknowledgement, existed at Athens and 
throughout the Roman Empire, during the first age of 
Christianity, to a greater extent and under worse forms 
than it docs at present in the south— how shall we ac­ 
count for the fact »Viit St. Paul, during the whole course 
of his ministry, although a thousand opportunities pre­ 
sented themselves, never once in direct terms denounc­ 
ed this most dreadful o f all evils beneath which the 
earth has ever groaned, or upon which heaven has ev­ 
er frowned ? 
Paul preached not your doctrines. 
On 
the contrary, he taught : “ Ho that is called, being n 
servant, is the Lord’s freeman ; likewise also, he that 
is called, being free, is Christ’s servant.” “ Art thou 
called being a servant ? 
Cure not for it.” 
And many 
other expressions of a similar import.” 
“ So do w e,” 
— Mr Thompson rejoined with great wurmtli—“ so do 
we. 
But i f w e p r e a c h e d w h a t w e o u g h t, o r i f w e 
t a u g h t th e sla v e s to d o w h a t th e y o u g h t, w e w o u l d 
T E L L E V E R Y O N E O f T H E M TO C U T T H E IR M A S­ 
T E R S T H R O A T S .” 
1 was struck with astonishment and horror on hear­ 
ing such a sentiment announced by a p a c if ic abolition­ 
ist. 
Thinking, however, that it was the thoughtless 
declaration of a heated mind, und wishing to afford 
him an opportunity of recalling such un expression, 1 
distinctly put the question : “ what, Mr Thompson, have 
their throats cut?” 
“ Y es,” he replied, “ every slave 
holder ought, (or deserves,) to hnvo his throat cut.” 
I 
repeated the question three or four times, and he uni 
formly answered in the same manner. 
After some few 
words more had been interchanged between us, Mr T. 
rose up hastily from his seat and left the room, 
a p p a ­ 
r e n t l y in a paroxysm of anger. 
Sometime in the 
course of our discussion Mr T. made a reference to the 
law of Moses, found in Ex 21, 16 ; hut not in this con­ 
nexion, I feel very confideut. 
It should be mentioned, perhaps, that at this time 
MrT. was flushed with the hopes of un entire victory ; 
being under the impression that he had gained over the 
larger portion of the theological and academical students, 
as well us many respectable inhabitants of the village. 
Otherwiso, in all probability, he would not have been 
so unguarded and unqualified in his assertions. 
Imme­ 
diately after the interview as stated above, 1 wus called 
by lity engagements to go to Boston ; and the next even­ 
ing, in one of his public lectures, Mr T. denied, as 
stated in his communication to the Atlas, that such 
language had ever been used by him. 
This was done, 
however, when he knew that the individual to whom he 
used it was absent from town.

m g ” yet he quotes the requisition of the C onstitution that 
" a ll duties, imposts, ami excises shall he uniform through­ 
out the U nitui States,” apart from the clause of which it is 
a com ponent part, and leaves hi* readers to deceive them ­ 
selves into the supposition that these word* wore intended by 
the h aulers of the C onstitution as a grant of power to secure 
uniformity ol duties, and to be e\erei*«*d a* t ’ongress might 
deem necessary and proper. 
By hi* indirect mode of arguing, 
he has utterly m isrepresented the im port of these word*, 
torturing them from their plain and true m eaning; a* the 
reader will see hy readiug the whole clause together, as it 
stands in Art. I. Bert.
